Resistance against foreign insects, 
the speaker stated, comes from three 
sources. The biologist fights them 
from a scientific viewpoint.

These enter their host, as it 
were, and succeed In killing him. The 
climate of Canada is a very Important 
factor in^^tgàjtog iinwantéd insects.

There. Then there ai-e the artificial 
Imcans of fighting insects. These are

The mate feature of the meeting was 
a lecture by the Rev. Father Ethelbert, 
of the Franciscan drier; the subject 
being "St-Bevue, King of Literary 
Critics." " I'-. 

In the opinion of/ltie speaker, St- 
Beuve was the gréabsst genius of 
criticism the îienon nation has yet 
produced. He stated that this should

St-Beuve, the greatest living force 
of French letters, was^a master not 
only of criticism, but of poesy, history 
and novels. 

Born in Bologne > 

Bom In Bologne of a brilliant writer- 
father and English mother, he excelled 
In schplosttc literary pursuits at a v6i7 
c'arly age. ' 

His fhBt llterwyj; .attempts were 
dhrccted towards poetix. which was 
remarkable yet unsuciéessfUl. He then 
turned towards novel [writing. His book 
"Volupté" as a nowr Is an Intensely 
brilliant piece, of writing, yet failed to 
gi-asp the attention I of the French 
public. Néxt^he wrote a crlticol ]\is-. 
tory of Porte-Royals,- which also met 
with no great degrcc;-of success. 

Biit St-Beuve In hif deligiitful liter- 
ary portraits snows Mils ,;tr«^^enius. 
Here he Is the undlsputed^mMCT of 
French critics' and tlic true depths of 
his great genius are revealed.

"Although perhaiK one of the great- 
est'song writers of all times, Hugo Wolf 
is very little known, even In his own 
country," stated Frederick Fuller, MJV., 
at the opening of .à talk wlilch he gave 
to the Gennah Club in Strathcona H^ 
lost night. Tiie speaker was Intro- 
duced by Henry M. Schafhausen and 
enlivened his address with the playing 
of gramopiiono recordings of Wolf's 
works, . ' 

Born in 1860, Wolf had a verir aiiîï 
life ond died in Vienna, to 1903. He 
devoted most of his time to the writ- 
ing of songs, although he also composed 
an . opera "The Con:iEgt4OT." \ in all 
lie wrbîe a hâlf <^œ:en coùeetio^^ ' of 
Licder, and those songs vhlch are 
mostly responsible for the reputation 
he enjoys arc his Goethe songs. His 
51 songs with words by the author of 
Faust were all written inside of four 
monUi g .^He^actu a lly wrote two a day 
on ceri;aml[l^cSlo& ^ 
' :."'^'î^wSïps^SongK. Best 

Others have written Qo«the songs, 
Mr. Fuller statèdi/for instance Schu- 
mann and Beethoven set to music the 
famous "Kennst du das Land" from 
"Mignon," and Tchaikowskl alSp wote 
music for certain parts of "Wllhelm 
Meister," but Wolf's songs aré out- 
standing. After he had concluded his 
discussion of Wolf's works as a whole.

Diseases Studied 
I By Breeding Fish 



Madison, Wis.— Attempting to inter 
;;i\^;-:pret the v^ieoplastlc diseases of humans 
l^stndents of Çornell university are 
fx- .carrying on a number of experiments 
, •; with tropical fish, by tracing the de- 
'BÎ^ftjVelbpment of fish tumors and obtain- 
1^1?* ing an inkling as to how they operate. 
Dr. Myron Gordon, of the zoology 
' department of Cornell, who has charge 
yii^pf the. breeding work, has discovered 
' " that a cross between a platyfish and 
a swordtall will produce a brood of 
hybrids that will develop black tu- 
„niots. Using this fact as a basis to 
,.work from, Dr. Gordon Is experiment* 
Ing with the known species of platy- 
ifish and swordtalls In an effort io 
leiarn the entire history of the disease. 

The tumors result from the 'unre- 
strained growth of large, black plg- 
. . ment cells, which are originally found 
Ip^i'fi-J.'ln the pure platyfish. The cause of 
disease which is generally found 
only in hybrids, is attributed to the

"THE. GOAT SONG," a play in 5

Werfel's drama offers by the natme 
bf the intrinsic merit of Its dramatic 
construction and the wealth of Ideas It 
possesses, at once an attractive and 
dangerous opportunity to the actors. 
It will hide blemishes of production 
with Its action, good acting will be 
credited to the power of the playwright 
but, by contrast, it will reveal also the 
weakness of the presentation. 

It is hard therefore to try and dis- 
entangle and adjudge, without confus-' 
ing the play Itself, with Its^ interpreta- 
tion. "Goatsong" is a powerful, 
dramatic exposition of fear, supersti- 
tion, of the essence of, revolt as it af r 
fMts^different lyunan types, and the 
cyclical progression of change.
